Oxg of tho great objections urged by the De-
moorats against the Reconstruotion law, was
that it was a despotic measure, calenlated to
opprass the people. Well, that measura is
now being actively parried out, and where do
we find the oppression ? I8 it in the faot that
¢itizens who have heretofore been unjustly
excluded from the ballot-box are now per-
mitted to exercise the elective franchise? Is
extension of the suffrage an act of oppression !

Is it in the punishment of eriminals who have
hithorte gone unwhipped of justice? Isitin
guch orders as these of (feneral Sickles pro-
teoting the poor and famishing against the ex-
tortions of the covetons and unfeeling ?

The truth is, that for the last sixty years
justios has not been go faithfully administered
In the Sonth as it is to-day under the Recon-
giruction law. Never before was Bouthern
goolety 50 thoroughly nnder the restraints of
civilization and Christianity. Never bhefore
have her whole people been in such peaceable
and concordant relations towards each other.
Never before were so many of her poor and
ignorant being educated and elevated. For
the first time in her history the South begins
to respond to the vivifying touch of free in-
stitutions,

These are the practical workings of the
great measure of Reconstruction, as contrasted
with the predictions of demagogues and
partisans.

—_—

‘The Business Prospects of the Country.
TaeRg can be no good gained by deluding
opurselves with the idea that the business of
the ocountry is in a prosperous condition, It
would be idle to deny that the usual amount
of trade has decreased. The factis palpable
to every thinking man, that the trading inte-
rests of our country are in such a condition as
to justify tho greatest anxiety and the utmost
caution. We had hoped that the business
depression under which we are suffering did
not extend throughout the entire land, but
from journals in all sections we see proofs
that in many portions of the country the state
of business is far worse than in the City of |
Brotherly Love. The fact that there
has been within the past year a general
decline in all olasses of mercantile interests,
as well as in the various departments of
home industry, is attested by the visible de-
cling in the internal revenne. By means of
this tax we have secured a sure barometer,
whereby we can judge of the condition of
business intereats in all parts of the country.
Taking the first year as a standard, we are
enabled to compare the rise or fall of enterprise
and business succass by the returns made in
eaoh gucceeding year, and by comparison we
have proof of general prostration. The tone
of all the New York journals indicates the
condition of affairs at the metropolis, An.
othar excellent index is afforded us of the state
of trade in the Weat, We take, for instance,
the statement of the organ of the lllinois De-
mooracy, the Chicago Timws. In a recemt
number it says:—

“Buasiness hera continues wvery
pressed, with no lmmediate prospect of rellef,
notwithstanding it was hoped that the openinog
of spring would bripg Lhe Jarmers Into the ity
in large numbers, It s now feared, however,
that the farming population are contenting
themselves with thelr purcbases muode during
1ast fall and winter,and are praclising coonomy
1o a greater extont than for a number of years
back. In the meantime the New York, Qll-

and Bt, Louls runners are scouriuh: the
sountry In every direction, offering goods by
sample on long credit, thus forelng sales upon
merchants, and, as a consequence, floodlng the
country with thelr wares, at a time when the
demand for Lhem Is more limited than usaal, On
the other hand, the manufacturing interesis nre
unusunlly depressed, thelr profits diminished,
and the amount of their sales lessened. A
greater number of persons than usuisl wlso
are to be found In the streets out of ewmploy-
ment, In flue, & distrast of the future on the
part of all, from the lat'ge eapitallst to the small
real estate holder, appears L0 beé the main fea-
ture of financial and commercial aflairs, No
prudent man appeiars Inclined to enterinto
new engogements, The merchant only buys
for Immediate consumption. The manufiac-
turer works hik establlshment in the most eco-

nomical manner, Tone prudent banker cons
tracts his loans and discounts.”

Lest this pleture should be considered as
overdrawn, becanse of the political sentiments
of the Times, we append un article from the
principal radical paper of the Northwest, the
Chicago Tribune:—

“The attempt of those who have embarked In
all manner of speculailve enterprises to renlize
thelr investments and hold the same o cash, is
but a prodent measure Lo avert the erushing
affsots of the storm, should one come, There s
an unbealthy condition of things procseding
from nll this, ‘The apnual sirife betweeon land-
lords and tenants has an extraordinary intens
sity in all parts of the counley Lhls season,
C&;lm trembles as IL1ooks Intothe fulure, Labor
1s demanding an incroase of waged in the fuce
of the Im aslnu panicand prostration. Never
‘wis Lthere a thine when Lhe man of large moans
sbould 80 hesltate and welgh well the probn-
bilitiea of the rfature before emburking In new
onlerprises, aud never was there a time when
those who llve upon thelr earnings, be they
F“ or small, shonld so retrepch Lhelr expens

itures In every possible way, Lo be able better

to meel the Impending aifficulty. It may be
that the sounlry will eeeape a season of #nan-
<¢lal disruption and disaster, but It may not
escape It, Those who are hesllating Lo embark
with thelr capital in real estate and improve-
ments, may well consider whether they are
likely o obiain any wmpomnng roturn upon
that invesiment douring a season of finanoial
dissster, and & conseguent relurn to sciusl
waloes,"

We canuot doubt the truthfulness of this
sooount, One comes to us from a free-trade,
the other from & protective paper. Onels a
conservative, the other a radical; one is for con-
traction, the other inclines towards infiation.
Tu view of this state of the oase in the great
workshopa of our capitalists, It is well for
them to look well ahead into the future, and
embazk only in suck investments as will ren

much de-

der their capital available on call. We have
breakors ahead, and, like wise ssamaon, wo ad-
vise every man to reef lia salls and be pre.
pared for any possible omergency. We do
not think that a financial panic Is imminent,
but it is possible ; and the surest way to not
only avoid ity ocourremos, but also to be safe,

should it ocour, ia to aot the part dictated by
pradence, and be preparad for ita coming.

“ Tervitorinl Arithmetic,””
“Desriny” is a word which, as applied to
Furopean politics, has no meaning. When
howaver, it is used in regard to the steady
march of the United States to the acquisition
of the entire American Continent, it at onoe
presents in a very olear light the steady policy
of the Amerioan Government gince its fonnda-
tion. Without wavering, it has been the con-
stant tendency of overy Administration to
secure all North America to the United States,
The success which has 20 far been achinved is
such as fo encourage us in the faturs, and
points to the steady working out of the
“inevitable destiny’' of {he Continent, Be-
ginning at the peace of 1783 with only 820,650
square miles, we added 850,579 by the pur-
chase of Louisiana, 66,900 by the acquisition
of Florida, 318,000 by the annexation of Texas,
308,052 by the Oregon treaty, and 650,466 by
the Mexioan treaties, The Commissioner of
the General Land Office in 1860 estimated the
land area of the States and Territories at
2,843 257

gquare miles, or, including the
Indian Territory, 3,010,277 square miles.
The area of the Russian possessions in

America is computed at 451,270 square miles.
The annexation of Rnssian America will swell
the grand total of square miles embraced
within the United States to 3,491,603, In leas
than ninety years the United States has in-
creased its territory over fourfold. If we
quadruple our size every century, how long

will it take to absorb all the American Con-
tinent ¢

The Death of George L. Stearns.
W regret to see the announcement of the
death of George L, Stearns, of Massachusetts.
Mr. Stearns was known to a very large num-
ber of our citizens as one of the most active
workers of late years in the anti-slavery enter-
prise. He was a man of large wealth, which
Lie used with an unstinted hand in the far-
therance of benevolent objects. In the early
days of the Kansas struggle Mr. Stearns was
the powerful and efficient friend of her people,
His name is remembered there with great
affection. He wag an intimate friend of John
Brown's, and probably kuew more of that old
hero’s plans and purposes than any other
person.

Of late Mr. Btearns has contributed power-
fully to the cultivation of a proper public sen-
timent on the suffrage question, by the publi-
cation of his paper call the Right Way, which
was circulated gratuitously in large numbers
all over the country. The death of Mr.
Btearns is a public calamity, for such men are
rare in any age or time,

Sutiinge in Jamnicn.

Suarrow writers of the conservative school
think they make a serions point against suaf-
frage for our colored citizens by appealing to
the ease of Jamaica, We might make out &
much mors serions point against suffrage for
white citizens by holding up to view the case
of New York vity. There has been no such
fallure in government anywhere else as that
in New York city under Democratic rule. If
Jamaica proves black suffrage to bs a bad
thing, New York city proves white suffrage to
be a worse thing.

Truth is to be arrived at by no such process
a8 this. The condition of things in Jamaica is
owing te a variety of causes, familiar to all
who are acjuainted with the history of that

ia-:l:uul: and is not atall chargeable to the exer-
cige of the right ef suffrage by its citizens.

Crop Prospecis,

Ir is very cheering to read that the prospect
for large crops this seagon is good all over the
conntry, Wheat is said to be especially pro-
mising, and the extraordinary price which it
has bronght for the last few months cannot
fail to have induced the sowing of a much
larger breadth of land than usual,

Nothing would go so far to help the conntry
out of its present finaneial diffionlties as o
bonntiful supply of breadstuffs. The present
exorbitant prices of flour and meat are an
almost insurmountable obstacle to & return to
lower prices in other departments. With cheap

food, everything else would tend to lower
rates ingtantly and inevitably.

VALLANDIGHAM SrEAks.—The chesring and
warming influence of the Connecticut slection
has enabled Vallandigham to crawl ont of his
hole, and give A feeble hiss. He forgets that
the meagre result in Connecticul was only
avhieved by shelving all Copperheads of his
style, and nominating an Abolidionist; and
that even In Kentucky the Vallandigham
gtripe of politicians are so obnoxious that
they have succeeded in dividing the Demo.
oratic party, and putting two tickets in the
field in opposition to the Republicans. We
trust that Val. will keep on writing letters
and making speeches. The Republicans could
even afford to get up a ten-cent subscription Lo
enable him to do so., We need u fossil apavi-

Siates (Abraham Lincoln) has, by public nnd
oficial declarations, signified mnot only his
approval of the effort to excite servile war
within the Confederacy, but his intentions Lo
give alll and encouragement thersio;

Now, therefore, I, Jefferson Davis, President
of the Confederate Siates of Amerion, and act.
